able” is completely equipped. Thy simple judgment may ask, 
how is he to do this?) Will the parties suffer themselves to be 
thus robbed? Yes, certainly, they are Christians; and when 
any man takes away their coat, it is their duty to give him their 
waistcoat also. Besides, the respectable has no clothes of Ais 
own to spoil; and, being armed by want tor robbery, he goes 
fearlessly to work ; and then he is so moderate, that he cannot 
be refused.

The charac- 
ter of the British “ respectable’ was well illustrated the other 
day, in my hearing, by an idle boy, who was in vain solicited to 
be bound apprentice to any handicraft trade.

The public defrauder of a hundred per annum is “ pretty re- 
spectable;” if his share of the plunder be double, he becomes 
** doubly respectable.” A peculator of five handred a year is 
“ quite genteel,” and “ perfectly respectable.” Should he dip 
as deep in the public purse as a thousand a year, he is “ very 
respectable indeed ;” and though not entitled, in point of re. 
spectability, to keep company with those who defraud the pub. 
lic of ten times as much, he is far above an association with the 
poor devils whom he fleeces to support his “ respectadility. 
It is very disreputable to wear a dirty shirt, even though it may 
have been bought and paid for by the wearer ; but it is “ higd- 
ly respectable” to wear fine Holland, trimmed with Brussel: 
lace, though the tradesman of whom it was procured, be waiting 
in prison for the payment of his bill! In short, “ respectabi- 
lity” is to have, uo matter how, what people, who stand upor 
the honesty of the acquisition, must frequently want. 

The signers of the loyal delarations, which are now baudied 
about from door to door, in many districts, are all ‘ respecla- 
ble,” iw the different degrees of © respectability” derived trou 
the pillage, or the anticipated pillage, of the public purse. Evers 
sycopbant who is in want of promotion, and every kuave whe 
wishes to be in the way of promotion, is now handing about ous 
of these non-descripts for the signatures of his fellow knaves, 0: 
such fools as he can delude into a belief that it is necessary the 
should subscribe their pence and their names to render jin 


“ respectable,” that he may evact the wentleman at the'r exe 


pence. 

Really, my friend, it 1s very kind of the multitude that ihe 
will thus bear the burthen of things they cannod want, merely 
for the sake of appearances with which they could as easily dis- 
pense. It is by no means essential to the public business that 
these respectable gentlemen and ladies should be maintained. 
There ere thousands that would gratefully undertake all that 
can be called the public business for about one quarter ef th: 
salaries now paid for no business at all. But then, it woald not 
be “respectable.” Iu this country, ‘* respectability’ depends 
entirely upon the price which the public pay for it. No talent 
no virtue, without riches, is admitted to be respectable ; and 
there is no vice, no foliy, which riches cannot gild with the 
newest courtly gloss of “ respectability.’ Nor is it of am 
moment how the riches were obtained; whether the publi 
purse were plundered by wholesaie, or the people pillaged in 
detail. Only let the reputation of wealth light upon a villain, 
and his brother knaves will offer him the right hand of loyal 
feHowship, and assist him to entorce his legitimate claim of re- 
verence from all the poor! 

The ‘* respectables” of a certain class are now playing ; 
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came with the people, very common with waggish children. 
They regret very much that poor people should attempt to 
think upon subjects upon which poverty ought to be ignorant ! 
and they are very earnest in requiring the poor to be patient :— 
a recommendation which comes with peculiar grace from those 
whe can aflord to be patient themselves. In the language of 
ihe children alluded to before, they are continually calling out 
to their poor brethren :—“‘ open your movihs, and suur 
your EYEs, and see what Gop will send you!” gnd_ the 
peopie might gape to eternity, and be laughed at, if they would 
only shut their eyes. Occasionally, a sugar plumb, or useless 
sop, might be thrown in, to keep them quiet, and induce them 
to gape on for the amusement of the ‘ respectables,” who like 
nothing so much asa little fun, when it costs them nothing more 
than a few unmeaning, or delusive phrases. 

Vice is, however, only respectable here, when it is secessful. 
A bungling rogue, who suffers himself to be caught tm the net 
of the law, is punished without mercy. A pick-pocket, who 
confines himself to personal practice upon pocket-handkerchiefs, 
is not considered upon a par with that honourable professor of 
the same art, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, who carries on 
business through the means ef, perhaps, fittv thousand J our- 
neymen, in the shape of Excise Officers, and colk ctors of taxes, 
The jouvseyman engraver, who only forges a note for twenty 
shillings, aid disposes of it for half price, is by no means so 
respectabl., as the company of forgers near Threadneedle- 
street, who put off their equally idle promises fo pay as the 
current coin of the realm. Mir. Pitt was a respeciable maletac- 
tor of this kind, and escaped the gallows by his respectability, 
Mhen he forged the millions of assignats upon the government 
of France. Plius thou seest the advantage of respectability in 
all prefessions; aad 1 conjure thee, when thow arrivest in Eu- 
rope, where it will be necessary for thee to be a rogue, to se- 
cure thee a respectable living, that thou take warning by the 
fate of the poer, and commesce thy operations in villainy ona 
masterly scale, Kudeavour to lie as well as the Couner—to 
swear and lie with the elegant facility of Dr. Slop—to pillage 
like a Chancellor of the Exchequer—to juggle with the Direc- 
tors of the Bank of England —and if thy genius slould aspire 
to greater honours, learn to murder with the sublime impunity 
of the respectable cut-throats of Manchester.

The Magistrates of Leicester have been at much pains to screen 
the expression of public opinion relative to the murders at Man- 
chester; and though they did not absolutely charge the assembly 
with foot and horse, with two-legged and with four-legged brutes, 
they went as faras their cowardly natures would permit them, in 
order to intimidate the inhabitants from attending the meeting. 
The requisition was most respectably and rather numerously signed 
and among the signatures, was that of Mr. Pares, the Member 
for the County; but the worthy Mayor thought it prudent to 
refuse calling the meeting; and even had the audacity to hint that 
it might beceme his duly to disperse it, should it be convened by 
any other person; because he had reason to believe that it 
would be attended by ‘large bodies of people from other places, 
in the neighbourhood, with music, flags, and other insignia, which 
would give it the character of an illegal meeling!” Afier this 
gross act of magisterial folly, or magisterial knavery, of course 
the requisitionists would pay no more attention to the worthy 
Mayor, and the meeting was called with all the ce/ful responsibi- 





lity of the appearance of music and flags, resting on the requisiti- 
Onists: but to spare the fears of the Mayor as much as possible, the 
Committee requested that the parties attending the Meeting would 
not bring with them any such indications of latent treason. The 
interim was spent by the magisterial blockhead in important 
and most extensive preparations for the eventful day. Three 
pieces of cannon were procured—the Yeomanry corps called out 
—and a division of the lancers received orders not to lose sight of 
their saddies for several days previous to the one fixed for the 
meeting. The Magistrates dared not to assert they would disperse 
the meeting atall hazards, but what they dare not say, they took 
care should be especially understood. Masters were requested to heop 
their servants and dependants at home, lest mischief should ensue. 
A hand-bill particulariv cautioned women and children to keep out 
of the way, evidently inplying and meant to imply, that the 
Leicesler Yeomanry would be directed to imitate the Manchester 
heroes: and that if women or children were in their way, they 
would ride over them, though, doubtless, they would be as sorry 
for itas their Lancashire comrades in arms. These threats were 
however, ineffectual. The meeting took place, in despite of these 
preparations ; and the hustings were surrounded with from eight 
to ten thousand men, who would not have abandoned the field, 
even had the soldiers who were mounted in readiness had dared to 
make the threatened charge. A series of Resolutions were  pro- 
posed and carried: but no Address to the Prince Regent was 
brought forward, the parties being convinced that it was impossi- 
ble to reach his ear, through the forest of bayonets with which 
he was surrounded by his ill-advisers. Mr. Wooler was recognized 
among the assembled populace, at the close of the meeting, 
and called upon to address them, which he did at considerable 
length and was heard with universal attention, and general ap- 
plause. The meeting separated without the audaciously hinted 
interference of the military, and affords another proof of the 
despicable cowardice and mean malignity with which the spirit 
of Reform is opposed by the minious of corruption.
